The Co«M 
succeeded in preserving the peace only by 
frequent and sharp admonitions to the

Bowles began his testimony by stating 


that he had talked with the defendant,1 
Baueieisen, in rfigard to dynamite, and

Witness then related how'he 


went to Chicago, and failing to purchase 
dynamite theie, went to Noblesvllle,In- 
diana, wheie he secured some, which he 
brought to Chicago and showed to Chair- 
man Hoge He also met Bauereisen at 
Chicago, who instructed him to go any- 
where West. Witness then went to Gales- 
burg, where he met Cl irk, in company 
•with whom lie hired a bugey and wenlout 
to place the dynamite on the railroad

Young Bradley's 
parents are living at Henlook, Pa., where 
he has four sisters and seven brothers. 
He had been employed at the Niantio 
mine for three years and was an excellent 
miner. The body will be shipped to 
Henlook for interment.
